NOTE 


ysE  salient  feature  of  the  Collection  now  offered  for  sale  is  its 
diversity.  There  is  something  to  suit  every  kind  of  taste. 
There  are  drawings  of  all  schools;  prints,  etchings,  engravings, 
mezzotints,  woodcuts  and  lithographs  by  old  and  modern  masters. 
The  drawings  form  a notable  group,  many  of  them  having  been 
formerly  in  the  possession  of  a distinguished  American  collector. 
Among  these  the  Gainsborough,  the  Watteau,  the  Cuyp,  the 
Guercino  and  the  Rowlandson  drawings  are  especially  to  be  men- 
tioned. There  are  a number  of  Millet  etchings,  including  the 
exceedingly  rare  first  state  of  the  “Woman  Sewing”  in  a brilliant 
impression,  and  many  interesting  lithographs  by  Daumier  at  the 
maturity  of  his  powers.  The  painter  Manet  is  represented  by 
several  vigorous  lithographs,  and  the  celebrated  Impressionist- 
painter  Pissarro  by  a rare  etching.  There  are  Klinger  etchings  and 
Menzel  lithographs  in  rare  and  early  impressions.  The  exceedingly 
scarce  Zorn  etching  “Circles  in  the  Water”  and  Whistler’s  “La 
Vieille  aux  Loques”  are  worth  special  notice. 

Among  the  Old  Masters  are  a number  of  fine  Rembrandts, 
“Abraham  and  Isaac”  and  “The  Star  of  Kings”;  several  notable 
mezzotints,  an  undescribed  trial  proof  of  J.  W.  Reynolds,  “La 
Surprise,”  and  especially  a very  fine  impression  printed  in  color 
of  “The  Death  of  Lord  Nelson”  by  Gillbank.  And  last,  but  not 
least,  are  several  rare  Persian  and  Indian  miniatures  and  Japanese 
prints.
